FOR YOUR INFORMATION AND GUIDANCE FOLLOWING ARE EXCERPTS 
FROM DEPARTMENT SPOKESMAN S PRESS BRIEFING FOR 
OCTOBER 6, 1975: 

Q. CBS HAS A REPORT OUT OF CAIRO THIS MORNING THAT 
EGYPT REPORTEDLY PLEDGED TO STOP ENFORCING THE ARAB 
BOYCOTT AGAINST AMERICAN COMPANIES SUCH AS COCA COLA AS 
AN INDUCEMENT TO THE SINAI ACCORDS. IS THAT TRUE? 

A. I DO NOT KN OWWHETHER IT IS TRUE OR NOT. 

Q. ARE THE SIDE AGREEMENTS -THAT IS, NOT THOSE MADE BY 
THE USG WHICH WERE APPARENTLY RELEASED IN FULL ON 
FRIDAY. BUT THOSE MADE-REPRESENTATIONS AND COMMITMENTS 
OR UNDERTAKINGS MADE BY THE EGYPTIANS AND THE ISRAELIS, 

GOING TO BE REPORTED PRIOR TO THE VOTES ON THE HILL? 

FURTHER, HAVE THEY BEEN REPORTED TO THE CONGRESSIONAL 
COMMITTEES? 

A. ALL I CAN TELL YOU ON THIS, AND WE HAVE GONE OVER IT 
MANY TIMES, THE SECRETARY HAS BEEN UP MANY TIMES ON THE 

HILL, AND WE HAVE DISCUSSED WITH THE CONGRESS; WE HAVE 
PROVIDED CONGRESS WITH ALL DOCUMENTS THAT HAVE ANY 
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CONCEIVABLE CONNECTION WITH ANY U.S. UNDERTAKING-IF 
YOU WANT TO CALL PT COMMITMENT-ANY NOUN YOU WISH TO USE 
-WE HAVE DISCUSSED THIS, AND THE TWO APPROPRIATE 
COMMITTEES OF CONGRESS ARE FULLY INFORMED. THERE IS 
JUST NOTHING ELSE I CAN ADD TO IT THAT HAS NOT BEEN 
DISCUSSED FULLY WITH THE HILL. 

Q. I AM TALKING ABOUT THINGS FLOWING IN THE OTHER 
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DIRECTION, FROM SOMEBODY ELSE TO US, RATHER THAN FROM 
US TO SOMEBODY ELSE. IT IS NOT BINDING ON THE UNITED 
STATES THAT EGYPT TRY TO CALL OFF THE BOYCOTT. 

A. THAT IS RIGHT. WHETHER ANY SUBJECTS THAT FALL IN 
THAT PARTICULAR CATEGORY HAVE BEEN DISCUSSED BY THE 
SECRETARY OR MR. SISCO, OR ROY ATHERTON, OR HAL 
SAUNDERS IN TESTIMONY OR INFORMAL CONVERSATION WITH 
THE COMMITTEES OR THEIR STAFFS, I DO NOT KNOW. I 
CERTAINLY WOULD NOT EXCLUDE THAT. BUT I JUST CANNOT 
ANSWER YOU SPECIFICALLY. 

Q. ON ANOTHER SUBJECT. THE STATE DEPARTMENT OPPOSED 
THE DECLASSIFICATION BY THE SENATE FOREIGN RELATIONS 
COMMITTEE. THE COMMITTEE WENT AHEAD AND DID IT ANYWAY. 
HAS ANYTHING AS A RESULT HAPPENED? ANY OF THE THINGS 
THAT YOU FEARED, HAVE THEY COME TO PASS, BECAUSE OF 
THIS DECLASSIFICATION? 

A. SUCH AS? WHAT DO YOU MEAN? 

Q. WELL, I DON'T KNOW PRECISELY WHY THE STATE DEPART- 
MENT WAS OPPOSING IT, APPARENTLY BECAUSE THEY THOUGHT 

THERE WOULD BE SOME DIPLOMATIC REPERCUSSIONS. HAVE ANY 
OF THESE THINGS HAPPENED? 

A. I CANNOT TELL YOU WHETHER ANY OF THESE THINGS HAVE 
HAPPENED OR NOT. YOU KNOW WHAT OUR POSITION IS. 

YOU KNOWTHE VERY BRIEF STATEMENT THAT WE ISSUED ON 
FRIDAY WITH REGARD TO THE SENATE FOREIGN RELATIONS 
COMMITTEE S DECISION TO PUBLISH. I THINK THAT THEY 
MADE THEIR OWN DECISION ON THEIR OWN RESPONSIBILITY. 
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I THINK AT THAT POINT IT DOES NOT SERVE ANY USEFUL 
PURPOSE FOR ME TO CONTINUE COMMENTING ON THIS SUBJECT. 

IT IS A DECISION THE COMMITTEE TOOK. WHAT WE LOOK 
FORWARD TO NOW, OBVIOUSLY, JIM, IS THE MOST RAPID ACTION 
THAT THE CONGRESS FEELS IT CAN TAKE WITH REGARD TO THE 
200 TECHNICIANS, CIVILIAN VOLUNTEERS, TO GO TO THE 

SINAI SO THAT THE AGREEMENT CAN BE IMPLEMENTED. THAT IS 
WHAT WE ARE REALLY FOCUSING ON NOW, FRANKLY. KISSINGER
